Three Subdivisions. 


“The depatment of aeronautics 
should be divided into three principal 
subdivisions, one charged with the 
development of civil aviation. This 
should provide for the airways 
throughout the country. the aids to 
air navigation and provide an effi- 
cient weather service and storm 
warnings: a legal department to make 
recommendations about all air naviga- 
tion laws. inspection of pilots and air- 
eraft. so as to be sure the public is 
safeguarded when traveling in of 
using aircraft. 

“There should also be formed an 
aeronautical corporation similar to our 
inland waterways corporation which 
should operate between the great cen- 
ters of population so as to show what 
things could be carried safely and at 
a profit through the air. All figures 
on this should be made public. so that 
as soon as possible any civilian com- 
pany desiring to take it ever should 
be allowed to do so. At the present 
stage of the development of aeronau- 
tics, the government must assist, as 
all aeronautics is a national asset. 

“The second division should be a 
section of fabrication or construction. 
studies 
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tiohs 80 as to keep up competition, 
— and initiative by the peo- 


ple. 
“The third division should be the 
air foree, or that part specifically 
charged with the air defense of the 
whole country. Provision should be 
made for a suitable number of well- 
trained flying men and good airplanes 
to defend this eountry in case of trou- 
ble. Only a small part of the total 
need be kept constantly under arms, 
the rest should be working in civil 
life. and the mechanics keeping up 
their work in the factories and in 
the industries which go to make. up 
aireraft, being called out for suitable 
periods of training when necessary. 


“Practically every civilized country 
has now adopted this simple, sane, 
economical and logical system. With 
a plan of this kind working, the ques- 
tion of who is to command any un- 
dertaking is absolutely fixed . . . 
if the predominant arm is to be a sea 
force; that is, a navy, then the navy 
ought to have command of the under- 
taking, and the army and air force 
report to it. If it is going to be a 
land campaign. the army should have 
charge of it and all the elements of 
the navy and air forces report to it. 
If it is to be an air campaign the 
air force should have charge and the 
army and navy report to it. The 
secretary of national defense could de- 
termine this. 

“With an adequate air foree in this 
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and will confine themselves to a 
defensive atmament consisting of air- 
craft, submarines and sufficient land 
forces for their needs. This is what 
the influence of air power is bringing 
about. 

“For many years we have had to 
cater to the old army and navy sys- 
ae it now should be stopped 
and a new one instituted. To side- 
step this change, propositions § cer- 
tainly will be made to create a special 
service of aviation within th: army 
for work over land; a special service 
of aviation in the navy for work over 
the water, and a special service of 
aviation within the department of 
commerce to handle civil aeronautics.

THE LEAGUE ASSEMBLY. 
The sixth annual assemblage of 
the league of nations, which opened 
at’ Geneva Monday, began more 
hopefully toward a complete struc- 


ture of world peace than any pre-,/8 restrained ; 


ceding session. And logically so, 
for the early sessions of the league 
-——a new world institution—neces- 
sarily had to iron out the existing 
differences of opinions between 
nations, and especially had to pro- 
mote an agreement between the 
European powers and Germany for 
continental security before any real 
progress could be made. Such a 
security pact has been agreed upon 
between Great Britain, France and 
Germany, with the other continental 
nations acquiescing. It is based 
upon the one fundamental remedy, 
arbitration, not only made compul- 
Sory but necessarily effective by 
its terms. It provides that Ger- 
many shall become a full member of 
the league, and when this has been 
accomplished, as is very probable

Concerning the Drouth, 
And Prayers To End It 


Editor Constitution: I wish that your 
readers would get their Bibles and turn to 
the prophecy of Jeremiah and read _ the 
fourteenth and fifteenth chapters. The sec- 
tion is entitled: ‘The Word of the Lord 
That Came to Jeremiah Concerning the 
Drouth.”’ 

How graphic -the description! **Judah 
mourneth. They sit in black upon the 
ground. They come to the cisterns and 
find no water, and return with their ves- 
sels empty. The ground is cracked open 
because there hath been fio rain in the 
land. The hind in the field bringeth forth, 
and forsaketh her young because there is 
no grass.’’ r 

The prophet in great distress for his peo- 
ple lays the case before God, confessing 
their sins and imploring mercy: ‘“‘We have 
sinned against Thee; our backslidings are 
many; our iniquities testify again us, yet 
gvork Thou for us for Thy Name's sake, 
© Thov hope of Israel. We are Thy people: 
leaye us not.’’ 

In answer to this prayer, God tells His 
Servant why the drouth had come: ‘My 


: 


people have loved to wander (from Me). 
They have not refrained their feet (from 
wandering). ‘Therefpre, the Lord doth not 
accept them, and is now remembering their 
iniquities and visiting them for their sins— 
Moreover, the Lord saith unto me, pray not 
for this people for their good. When they 
fast, I will not hear their ery,—but will 
consume them by the sword, by the famine 
and by the pestilence.’’ 

The prophet, unwilling to accept this as 
final, continues to intercede: ‘‘Hast Thou 
utterly rejected Judah? We acknowledge 
our wickedness. Do not abhor us. Break 
not Thy covenant with us. O Jehovah, our 
God, we wait for Thee."’ 

“Then said the Lord unto me, Though 
Moses and Samuel stood before me, yet my 
mind would not be toward this people; cast 
them out of my sight, and let them go forth 
(into captivity). They have rejected Me, 
saith the Lord; they have gone backward: 
therefore, have I stretched out My hand 
against them and destroyed them; for I am 
weary with repenting.’’ 

Now I well know that the subject 
Divine Providence is full of mystery, and 
that we often read into it the wrong in- 
terpretation, yet there is nothing more 
certain than that God often sends temporal! 
calamities as a judgment upon sin, to 
chasten His people and bring them back 
from their wanderings, and thus save them 
from the ultimate consequences. Not in 
anger, however, but in love, for *‘Whom 
the Lord loveth He chasteneth.”’ 

It is also just as certain that under some 
circumstances prayer is useless. There are 
times when prayer works wonders: when 
we are so close to God that before we call 
He answers, and while we are yet speaking 
He hears. ‘ 

But it doesn’t seem to be so now. For 
weeks and months some of us have been 
praying, but God seems so far away, and 
seems not to hear. It is sometimes too 
Inte to pray. Moses and Samuel by their 
prayers had often lifted God's chastening 
hand, but they were powerless now. Prayer 
is just as effective as ever: and I am atill 
old-fashioned enough to believe in praying 
for rain; but before we get an answer it 
may be necessary for us to humble our- 
selves in the dust, confessing our sins and 
turning away from them unto God. ‘The 
Lord's hand is not shortened that it can- 
not save, neither is His ear heavy that He 
cannot hear; but your iniquities have sepa- 
rated between you and your God, and your 
sins have hid His face from you so that 
He will not hear.’’ Is. 59:1-2. 

Even though we repent, God may not 
hear; but I believe He will. I cannot be- 
lieve that it is yet too late to pray. At 
any rate, we can do as the people of Nine- 
veh did, humble ourselves befpre God, and 
turn from our evil wars, and cry mightily 
unto’ Him, for “‘Who knows whether God 
will not repent, and turn away from His 
fierce anger that we perish not.’’ Let's 
give ourselves the benefit of the donbt.’ and 
fry it.

‘and failure. It seems that we have 
|heard from practically every type of 
‘woman. There is the college girl 
i'with no special vocational training; 
the girl whose education has been in- 
,terrupted; the middle-aged woman 
| with no marketable equipment, who is 
, suddenly faced with economic neces- 
| Sify. 
| Mrs. Gibson explains further that 
the information and advice given by 
the alliance is always based on eare- 
ful study and research in the various 
fields to which the inquirers belong. 
This year the alliance has made a 
special study of the college girl and 
of the rural girl. 

Last spring Dr. Iva I.. Peters, pro- 
fessor of economics and head of the 
vocational guidance department at 
Gsoucher college, developed for the al- 
| liance at William and Mary college, 
be course in educational and vocational 
orientation. This course is intended 
‘to give the college girl facts about 
jobs and the training required for 
them and to help her find her way 
through the obligations and conflicts 
of an ever-changing world to a sane 
byview of life. 


wisely, the alliance, in cooperation 
with the University of North Caro- 
lina is directing a study of the rural 
girl—the education she is getting, the 
vocational opportunities in her com- 
munity, her aptitudes and _ choiees. 
The rural counselor of the alliance is 
working in several North Carolina 
counties, vifiting the schools, talking 
to teachers and pupils, going into the 
homes, studying at close range, the 
girl and her community. 

One of the summer activities of the 
alliance has been the provision of 
courses in educational and vocational 
guidance by the alliance at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia during its sum- 
mer session. These courses, given by 
Dr. Peters were attended by advisors 
in women's colleges, teachers in pub- 
lie schools and workers in girls’ 
avencies, Round table conferences 
conducted by leaders of national repu-

In order to have a basis for wise 
counseling in the local office, the al- 
liance has made a study of actual and 
possible occupations for trained wom- 
en in Atlanta.

COOLIDGE READY 


TO RETURN HOME 


Swampscott, Mass., September 8.— 
President Coolidge will return to 
Washington after an 11-weeks’ vaca- 
tion some time within the next 48 
hours. He will take one of the sev- 
eral routes between Boston and the 


national capital. 

The exact time and place of depar- 
ture aré kept secret, as usual on presi- 
dentiak journeys, to safeguard the ex- 
ecutive from possible plots of fanatics. 
The train is virtually a special, but 
it will be run as one of the sections 
of one of the Boston-Washington ex- 
presses, It will be made up and the 
president will board it at some near- 
by small town station, thus eliminat- 
ing crowds at a Boston station. 

The president will arrive in Wash- 
ington some time Thursday, in time 
to rest up a little before his cabinet 
meeting on Friday, the first in three 


months.

Mr. Coolidge doesn’t need much 
rest, however. Lieuténant Commander 
Joel Boone, of the navy, and 
Major James F..

SPAIN THREATENS. 
RIFFIAN CAPITAL 


Madrid, September 8.—Spanish 
troops have landed in Africa within 
striking distance of Adjir,, Abd-el- 
Krim’s Riffian capital, according to 
a wiréless received from General Pri- 
mo de Rivera, the Spanish dictator, 
who observed the successful action. 

The Spanish landing culminated 
several days of heavy bombardment 
during which naval batteries splashed 
bursting metal among the Riffian de- 
fenses in Alhucemas bay. Adjir is 


Labout five miles south of the bay's 


southern extremity. 

“At 12 o’clock the troops came into 
the Bay of Cabadilla (a minor bay 
within Alhucemas bay). At 12.30 


they gained a position on land after 
brief artillery preparation, and with- 
out very much resistance. 

“The forces landed at the Bay of 
Cabadilla, which is situated on the 
peninsula of Nuevo Morro in the Bay 
of Alhucemas. The troops are com- 
manded by General Saro.” 

The government immediately wire- 
lessed De Rivera an expression of 
gratification at the Spanish landing. ° 

The Spanish naval action which has 
been in progress a weék in Alhucemas 
bay in an effort to cover the landing 
of infantry units in North Africa is 
a part of the general Franco-Spanish 
offensive against Abd-elKrim. It is 
understood that the Spanish troops 
suffered some losses in earlier’ efforts 
to gain a foothold on the mai) land. 

Alhucemas bay lies n the middle 
section of the coast. of the Spanish 
zone in Morocco from most of which 
the Riffians expelled Spanish troops 
a little more than a year ago. ‘The 
Riffian war against Spain has been 
in intermittent progress for 20 years.

Spanish troops 
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Prospects of Additional 
Damage in Arid Sections 
of South and Southwest 
Are Held Probable. 


Washington, September 8.—()— 
Present indications point to a _ total 


production of 13,740,000 equivalent 
500-pound bales of cotton this year, 
the department of agriculture an- 
nounced today. That is about the 
same size as last year’s crop but is 
a quarter of a million bales less than 
forecast. two weeks ago, the decline 
having been due chiefly to drouth and 
high temperatures. 

The crop reporting board comment- 
ed that considerable changes from 
present indications are still possible, 
depending on weather conditions and 
insect damage. Severe tropical s.orms 
or excessive rains within the next few 
weeks, the board says, might work 
great havoc in the states with which 
scarcity of labor has caused a large 
amount of unpicked cotton to remain 
in the open fields. 

Owing to the earliness of the crop 
the quantity of cotton ginned prior to 
September 1 was exceptionally large, 
a total’ of 1,892,549 running bales, 
counting round as half bales and ex- 
cluding linters, having been reported. 
To that date last year 947,494 bales, 
or 6.9 per cent of the crop, had been 
ginned. In 1923, when the crop was 
early, 1,142,660 bales, or 11.2 per 
cent of the crop was ginned to Sep- 
tember 1. 

The crop in Texas this year is indi- 
cated to be about 1,100,000 bales 
smaller than last year. 

In South Carolina rainfall from 
April 1 to August’ 31 has been the 
liowest_in over 39 years and _ the 
drouth has stopped plant groWth and 
caused heavy shedding of cotton. Ex- 
tension of the drouth into eastern 
North Carolina during the last two 
week. is reported and in the northern 
part of Georgia the drouth is still un- 
broken.

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PRICES. OF GRAIN 
INMARKEDUPTURN 


Chicago, September 8.--~(4)—Stim- 
ulated by a big falling off in the 
amount of wheat on ocean passage and 
by reports of unwelcome rain in Can- 
ada, the wheat market today scored 
a sharp advance. Closing prices for 
wheat were firm, 17-8 to 23-Se net 
higher, December 1521-2 to 1525-8 
and May 1565-8 to 1563-4. Corn 
finished unchanged to 1-4¢ lower. ots 


unchanged to 3-8c up, and provisions 
varying from the same us Saturcas - 
close to 20c lower. 

Initial impetus toward higher prices 
in the wheat. market came from an- 


nouncement that supplies of wheat 
afloat on the ocean showed a decrease 
of more than 3,000,000 bushels and 
were down to nearly 12,000,000 bush- 
els less than last year. Besides, how- 
ever, the United States vistble supply 
total showed a smaller increase than 
was looked for, and the day’s volume 
of hedging sales also was less than 
had been’ expected. Furthermore, 
there were predictions that the liberal 
movement of the domestic spring crop 
would soon be curtailed. nder such 
circumstances, general commission 
house buying broadened out to a no- 
ticeable extent ‘at times. 

Highest prices of the day in the 
wheat market came just before the 
close, and Were associated with a 
report of widespread rains in Canada 
likely to interfere with harvest opera- 
tions, as well as with shipments from 
farms. The main strength in prices 
was also ascribed partly to good de- 


mand from EKurope for Canadian 
wheat. It was estimated that Europe 
had purchased 700,000 bushels of 
wheat today, chiefly Canadian. Con- 
sidernble attention was given like- 
wise to the fact that No. 2 red win- 
ter wheat here available for immediate 
use was commanding 19 cents a bushel 
more than September delivery, the 
highest premium yet this season. 
Assertions that the government re- 


port tomorrow would not fully reflect 
corn crop damage to date led to 
free selling in the corn market during 
the late dealings. As a result, early 
gains due to advices telling of severe 
damage were more than wiped out. 
Oats trading was light. 

Provisions lacked support, despite 


higher quotations on hogs.
